the Various Materlnlx Used for Fashlom- 


able Short Winter Cloaks. 


Tho dressy outer garments for win- 


ter are short cloaks covering the waist 
and arms well, bnt leaving the skirts 
of the costume in full view. 
Now that 


heavy fabrics, either of wool or of vel- 
vet, are chosen for street dresses, it ia 
considered that sufficient warmth is 
given to the lower parts of the body by 
the skirts and underclothing, and that 
extra wrapping is only needed above 
the 
waist. 
Tbese 
short, 
warmly 


wadded cloaks, are made of velvet, of 
plnsh, and of new cloths of various 
kinds. 
Velvet is the choicest material, 


and will be worn in black, brown, 
green, rod or blue, as best suits the 
various dresses which it is to complete. 
Beaded passementeries the color of 
the velvet, and in designs following the 
outline of the garment rather than in 
straight borders, will be fashionable 
trimmings. 
For instance, the edge of 


the cloak Is cut in points all around, 
and each point is filled with beading, 
from which ascends, a vine of the trim- 
ming, graduating narrower toward tho 
neck, and giving the effect of stripes; 
tassels of jet then hang from each 
point. 
Other beaded ornaments are 


three in a set for the front and back of 
the garment, being shaped to cover 
the shoulders and taper toward the 
waist line, while special ornaments 
are made for each of the long square 
or pointed 
ends in front. 
When 


fringes of jet or chenille are used they 
are often of great depth, and like tho 
ornaments are separated to finish o/£ 
the ditlerent parts, perhaps to droop 
from the front and sleeves only, or else 
in the back on the tournure, and not 
on the sleeves, forming finally a great 
tassel at the end of each pointed front. 
Sometimes a shoulder cape effect is 
made of deep fringe that has long 
strands of beads beginning at the 
shoulders. Fur or feather trimmings are 
chosen for boulors, but the fancy for 
lengthwise and striped ornaments is also 
seen in these, as there are tabs of col- 
ored ostrich feathers attached to the 
ends of rich garments, and the tail fur 
trimmings like fringe will be more 
used than at any previous season. 
High collars and bands of feathers or 
of fur are so becoming and so warm 
that they are on almost all wraps. 


In shape the new garments are all 


short on the tournure, fitting snugly in 
tho back with a belt underneath to 
hold them in place. Variety is given 
by the Ironts, which may be long, 
squaie-cornered, pointed, or else quite 
short, yet longer than the back. The 
sides are alto most varied, being 
rounded smoothly over the shoulders— 
not full and high—and forming either 
wide 
square sleeves, 
close elbow 


sleeves, sling sleeves, dolman points, 
or else regular coat sleeves that are 
warmer than the loose sleeves, but are 
not nearly so graceful. 
The entire 


garment may be of the plain velvet or 
plush, or it may be of striped velvet, 
or plush stripes alternating with bead- 
ed stripes, but in most cases the sleeves 
are difterent from the fronts and back, 
especially for wraps to be worn with 
costumes of two materials. 
Some of 


the richest garments have the side and 
sleeves covered with embroidery either 
of silk in India cashmere coloring on 
colored materials, or else of black on 
black, on blue, on red, or brown, or it 
may be of self-colored beading. 
The 


silks for the lining are striped, or else 
changeable, or checked, or barred 
surah, softly wadded and very slightly 
quilted, usually in parallel diagonal 
lines. 
Thread lace in frills and in 


jabots down the tront is used in com- 
bination with the heavies); furs and 
•ostrich 
feather trimmings, 
whether 


these are in bands or m hanging t^bs. 
The chenille fringes are sleek, and are 
tipped at the end of each strand either 
with jet or with satin-covered balls.—

A FRUITFUL 
RESOURCE. 


How the Enterprising Farmer Can Maka 


an Addition to His Receipts. 


Farmers residing near or within easy 


access of our better markets should not 
rest contented with the ordinary farm 
crops for profit. The percentage above 
the cost of production is now BO slight 
that it becomes a necessity to make the 
raising of)fruit and vegetables apart 
of the weekly marketing. When the 
producer disposes of his crops directly 
to the consumer, the profit is almost 
universally satisfactory. 
When largely 


engaged m the business of fruit-culture, 
lowever, and the crop is too large to 
handle at an ordinary market-stall, the 
commission agent becomes a necessity 
and can obtain a better price for his 
goods than the producer. 
But before 


embarking in the small-fruit business 
every 
one 
should 
make 
himself 


thoroughly acquainted with every fea- 
ture connected with it. Gathering the 
crop is by no means tho least impor- 
tant part of the work, and if pickers 
are not to be had in the vicinity in 
sufficient number to collect the fruit be- 
fore getting overripe, it is useless to 
plant it. 


Still, there srevmany products of the 


soil that may be made profitable when 
grown in limited quantity and dis- 
posed of by the producer in person. 
The early varieties of apples and pears 
are instances of this class. 
When 


taken comparatively fresh from the 
tree and placed at once upon the stalls 
of our markets, without the interven- 
tion of a commission man, a much 
hio-her price can be secured than it 
sold and resold two or three times be- 
fore the consumer makes his final pur- 
chase. And so it is with fresh aspar- 
agus, tomatoes, green corn, lima beans 
and in fact any of the leading veg- 
etables that may be grown cheaply and 
disposed of the next day after being 
taken from the plants. In the usnal 
average season small fruits can be 
raised with a moderate profit, provided 
an economical system of culture be 
pursued and an intelligent mind directs 
the preparation of the fruit for market 
All this can be done in a limited way 
by an enterprising farmer in connec- 
tion with hia other crops, and will 
prove a very welcome addition to his 
receipts.—Josiah

HEREDITARY blSEASES. 


The Terrible Effects of Coninmptlon, In. 
sanity and Kindred Affections. 


A fallacious notion has somswhat. 
rept in that an intellectual man must 
je below par physically, and tha.t the 
me faculty is necessarily cultivated at 
he expense of the other. The old 
iro\erb, mens sana in corpore i<ano, 
las been flouted as an absurdity. So 
much, very briefly, for the first cause 
>f race degeneration; the second, and 
he one to which this 2aPer would 
lirect attention, is the influence of 
lereditary diseases. This factor has 
lever received the attention it should 
lave had at the hands of the writers 
,f social science The races of which 
we ha\e been speaking had little of 
,his 
element to contend with. The 


veaklings were either deliberately ex- 
jooed and left to die, as in the case of 
he Spartans, or if they attained to 
maturity they were held in such low 
steem that they willingly kept in the 
Background. 
Look for a moment at 


our modern civilization and mark its 
diametrically opposite tendency. Ev- 
ery day hospitals are being erected to 
nurture the diseased and imperfect 
specimens of our race, and every year 
thousands of children are by skill and 
care saved from the death to which 
nature would consign them. All this 
accords with our enlarged notions of 
mmanity, and reflects great credit on 
;he zeal of the philanthropist and the 
science of the physician, but it exerts 
a baneful effect on the race. To one 
who has had access to any large city 
hospitals, it is a pitiful sight to see the 
multitude of children who are tided 
over a few years and sent out into the 
world branded with an hereditary 
;amt, to propagate their wretched 
Breeds. The limits of this paper will 
not allow any extended statistics, nor 
;he nature of it warrant a special dis- 
cussion of hereditary diseases—but 
there are two whose efl'ects are appar- 
ent to all—consumption and insanity. 
The former, consumption, using the 
term in its widest sense, has for ages 
produced tbe most frightful ravages. 
For example, in England, from 1837 to 
1841, of the total number of deaths 
Erom all causes, sixteen per cent, were 
from consumption. 
In Philadelphia, 


from 1840 to 1849, the death-rate was 
one of consumption to six and a half 
from all other causes, or about fifteen 
per cent.—Populm Science Monthly.

This patient was examined pnor to its 
lulministiation, and pronounced free 
from any heart or other disease which 
would contia-indicate the use ot chlor- 
ofoim, and yet while the anaisthetio 
was being given, with the surgeon's 
linger on the pulse to detect the first 
evidence of danger, tho heart stopped 
beating instantly, nor was there any 
pulsation after that moment. As we 
bave already said, and as we propose 
Lo continue to say whenever oppor- 
tunity offers, the administration of 
chlorofoim in surgical operations is 
Drdmauly unjusliliable, and, unless 
the surgeon can give some good lea- 
son for using it instead of ether, he 
should be held civilly and criminally 
lesponsible in caae of the death of hia 
patient.—Science.
